I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1969. 

There  were  I60  births  in  19^9  compared  with  I89  during  the 
previous  year,  but  the  comparative  birth  rate  (18.2)  was  still 
higher  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  (16.3).  There  were 
21  illegitimate  births  i.e#  of  the  total.  For  this 

district  this  was  the  highest  rate  on  record.  Figures  for  the 
last  ten  years  give  a  clearer  indication  of  the  increasing  rate.

The  County  Council  has  already  arranged  for  an  investigation  of 
the  problem  elsewhere  on  the  Island  and  this  may  yield  information 
that  will  be  helpful  in  considering  the  matter. 

Tlio  number  of  deaths  recorded  (245)  v;as  slightly  above  last 
year’s  figure  (217),  but  v;hen  allov/ance  is  made  for  the  age 
distribution  of  the  population,  the  rate  v/as  again  lower  than  the 
rate  for  the  mainland.  There  v;as  no  significant  change  in  the 
infant  mortality  rate. 

Notifiable  infectious  diseases  amounted  to  only  seventeen.  It 
is  interesting  to  note  that  one  case  of  malaria  v/as  reported.  This 
disease  presents  no  public  health  problem  in  this  country,  but  its 
existence  here  reminds  us  that  with  the  increasing  amount  of  travel 
there  is  always  a  risk  of  other  exogenous  diseases  being  introduced. 

A  large  proportion  of  those  who  holiday  in  Southern  Europe  experience 
what  is  politely  referred  to  as  "tummy  trouble"  and  many  bring  the 
causative  germ  hone  with  tliem.  It  is  particularly  important  that 
people  should  be  careful  what  they  eat  and  drinlc  abroad.  A  little 
common  sense  is  often  of  more  value  than  bottles  of  pills  and 
pre-holiday  injections. 

One  of  the  first  problems  met  v/ith  when  I  came  here  in  19^3 
was  a  series  of  complaints  regarding  offensive  smells  from  the 
Sandov/n  Sewage  Works.  This  presented  a  possible  health  problem 
as  people  in  the  neighbourhood  could  not,  at  times,  have  windows 
open  or  enjoy  the  normal  use  of  their  gardens.  The  Council  decided 
that  something,  must  be  done,  but  alterations  and  additions 
recommended  by  a  consultant  v/ould  have  been  extremely  costly. 
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The  Council  then  decided  to  talce  the  advice  of  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  v/no  rocorrjnended  the  installation  of  deodorising 
sprays*  Since  this  has  been  done  no  justifiable  complaints  have 
been  made* 

Some  households  still  continue  to  have  raw  or  untreated 
milk  in  preference  to  pasteurised  milk*  The  consequences  of 
drinking  untreated  raillc  can  be  serious*  In  fact,  in  recent  years 
there  have  been  two  deaths  on  the  Island,  which  could  have  been 
caused  by  infection  present  in  milk,  although  this  was  not 
definitely  proved* 

Once  again  I  record  my  appreciation  of  the  efforts  of  the 
Public  Health  staff*  Mr*  P*P.  Allman  joined  us  as  Additional 
Public  Health  Inspector  during  the  year  and  his  interest  in  Food 
Hygiene  makes  him  specially  v/elconie*

Probably  the  most  important  new  lef^islation  affecting  the 
v/ork  of  the  department  during  the  year  under  review  was  the 
Housing  Act  v/hich  came  into  force  in  August. 

Despite  the  fact  that  in  this  district  there  are  virtually 
no  slums  and  comiDaratively  fev;  unfit  dwellings,  there  is  much 
that  can  be  done  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  to  extend  the 
life  of  *tv/ilight*  properties  by  survey  and  repair  and  v;here 
applicable,  by  encouragement  of  modernisation  by  use  of  the 
generous  assistance  nov/  obtainable  under  the  extended  Improvement 
Grant  facilities* 

The  Council  have  placed  the  responsibility  for  this  work 
upon  this  Department,  which  in  viev/  of  its  inter-relation  v/ith 
other  aspects  of  work  already  done,  is  a  logical  course  to  have 
taJcen  to  avoid  overlapping  of  functions. 

It  is  common  knowledge  that  each  year  that  passes  brings  new 
innovations  in  multiplicity,  viz  new  products,  new  packaging,  new 
equipment,  etc* 

It  is,  in  my  view,,  a  fallacy  of  the  times  to  regard  everything 
*new*  as  being  better,  solely  because  it  is  advertised  as  being  so. 
This  outlook  frequently  goes  hand  in  hand  with  the  view  that 
'labour  saving'  means  the  discovery  of  a  panacea  for  all  work. 

In  many  spheres  of  public  health,  despite  technological 
advances,  the  need  for  attention  to  basic  principles  remains  as 
important  if  not  more  so  than  hitherto.  This  applies  particularly 
to  tliose  providing  services  to  the  public  in  many  ways  and  at  all 
levels. 

My  seventeenth  annual  report  v/hich  follows,  on  the  work 
under talcen  during  19^9*  is  submitted  as  a  separate  section  by 
courtesy  of  Dr.  D.V/.  Quantrill,  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

A  supply  from  St*  Boniface  Dovm  provides  water  from  this 
part  of  the  district* 

After  treatment  it  is  pumped  to  reservoirs  above  the  village 
and  gravitates  to  the  mains*

General 


There  are  only  tv/o  properties  in  the  district  without  a 
mains  supply.  One  is  an  isolated  cottage  with  a  well  supply 
and  the  other  a  largo  pi'ivate  house  with  its  own  supply, 
purification  plant,  etc; 

All  other  properties  are  supplied  direct  there  being  no 
standpipe  supx)liGS. 

The  latest  available  statistics  shov/  there  are  4,98?  domestic 
premises  in  the  district,  an  increase  of  39  and  the  resident 
population  is  14,030  (hogistrar  Gencral*s  estimate  June  1989)* 

During  the  year  tlie  adequacy  and  quality  of  the  water  supplies 
was  satisfactory.  No  contamination  requiring  special  action  by 
the  water  undertalcing  occurred. 

The  natural  fluoride  content  of  the  supply  in  the  district  vjas 
less  than  0.1  pj).  No  fltioride  was  added  to  the  v/ater. 

During  the  year  eiglit  complaints  were  received  concerning  mains 
water  supplies 

1.  Excess  chlorine  giving  adverse  taste  (6) 

2.  Temporary  inadequate  pressure  (2) 

In  all  cases  complaints  v/ere  referred  to  the  Water  Authority 
and  received  prompt  attention. 

Swimming  Pools 

Of  the  ten  si'/ii.mdng  pools  in  the  district  only  one  is  open 
for  use  by  the  general  public  and  in  view  of  the  cost  of  necessary 
rejdacement  of  plajtit  and  equipment  there  is  some  doubt  as  to 
wliether  this  will  remain  open. 

The  remaining  nine  j'lools  ace  situated  at  a  private  school, 
a  primary  school  and  seven  in  the  grounds  of  hotels. 

In  all  cases,  e::cept  one,  treatment  and  circulation  plants 
are  installed. 
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Sev/erane  Ec  Draina,r;e 


The  draina,<^e  for  the  v;hole  district  is  received  by 
and  dealt  v/ith  at  the  Sandovm  Sev/age  V/orks. 

Follov;iii(;  treatment  the  effluent  is  discharged  to  sea 
by  an  extended  outfall  cit  favourable  states  of  the  tide. 

The  policy  of  minimising  the  amount  of  additional 
surface  water  accepted  into  the  sewage  system  has  continued. 

As  the  main  system  is  ’conbined*  the  danger  of  overloading 
the  older  sewers  in  times  of  heavy  rain  is  an  ever  present  one. 

During  the  year  further  lengths  of  sewer  have  been 
surveyed  by  closed  circuit  television  and  finrther  extensive 
renewal  works  have  consequently  been  found  necessary. 

These  are  nov/  being  programmed  according  to  priorities 
with  those  schemes  already  agreed  but  not  yet  undertaken. 

A  detailed  survey  v/as  under talcen  of  the  drainage  system , 

(Section  24)  public  sewers  and  main  sewers  serving  properties 
in  one  of  the  oldest  pcirts  of  the  town.  Some  additional  access 
points  and  renov/als  were  carried  out  immediately  but  the  major 
pjort  of  the  worl^  is  to  bo  programmed. 

Drainage 

a )  Public  Sewers  (  subject  to  Section  24  of  the  Public  Health  Act < 193^) 

V/orks  providing  for  the  repair,  renev;al  and  improvement  of  four 
such  public  sewers  \;ere  imder taken  during  1969« 

These  sev/ers  served  four,  three,  two  and  ten  propertd^es 
respectively.

In  addition,  clearance  of  stoppages  was  carried  out  at  the 
Council's  e2q)enG0  on  five  such  sev;ers. 

b)  Private  Drains 


Tlie  repair,  renewal  and  alterations  to  private  drains  together 
with  the  insi^ection  and  investigations  referred  to  in  the  previous 
paragraph  necessitated  458  visits  during  the  year. 
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Public  Cloansin,^ 


Tlie  weekly  refuce  collection  service  provided  throughout 
the  district  is  augmented  in  the  seasonal  months  by  additional 
collections  on  a  recherge  basis.  This  service  is  increasingly 
used  each  year. 

The  availability  of  this  service  and  the  various  methods 
of  storing  prior  to  collection,  render  the  practice  of 
incineration  totally  unnecessary. 

A  service  is  also  available  for  trade  refuse  collection 
and  disposal  on  a  rechai'ye  basis. 

All  refuse  is  dealt  v/itli  by  controlled  tipping  at  Sand  own 
where  reclamation  of  marsh  land  is  in  progress. 

Despite  the  fact  tho.t  the  collection  and  disposal  of 
putrescible  refuse  of  all  kinds  is  more  visible  at  all  times 
than  that  of  sev/age  and  its  potential  public  healtli  hazards 
are  as  great,  if  not  greater,  it  is  surprising . to  find  that 
the  attitude  and  behaviour  of  the  public  to  refuse  storage, 
collection  and  disposal  leaves  so  much  to  be  desired. 

Caravan,  Chalet  and  Camping  Sites 

(a)  Licensed  Caravan  Sites

During  tlie  year  the  Council  issued  a  new  set  of  site  licence 
conditions  to  achieve  uniformity  with  other  authorities  on  the 
Island  and  in  the  Soirbhern  area.  In  this  district  the  variations 
in  the  conditions  were  of  a  minor  nature  and  v;ere  accepted  by  all 
site  proprietors. 
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(a)  Licenced  Caravan  Sitec  (continued) 


All  sites  provide  a  liirh  standard  of  amenity  including  shops, 
licenced  clubs,  T.V.  and  games  rooms,  laundries,  toilet,  bath  and 
shower  blocks* 

During  the  year  only  tliree  complaints  v;ere  received  in  respect 
of  over  7|S00  bookings*  In  all  three  cases  the  complaint  referred 
to  matters  of  comparatively  minor  importance  concerning  items  of 
equipment  in  the  vans* 

(b)  Individual  Caravans 


Despite  the  publicity  given  to  the  lav;  which  has  been  in  force 
for  nine  years  governing  tlie  siting  of  caravans,  constant  vigilance 
is  necessary  to  control  the  unauthorised  siting  of  individual 
caravans  which  are  not  exempt* 

In  many  cases  abortive  expense  is  inciured  in  buying  and  siting 
vans  which  then  have  to  be  immediately  removed  and  often  sold  at  a 
loss,  even  if  a  buyer  can  be  found*  Prior  enquiry  to  this  department 
would  have  avoided  all  such  expense* 

(c)  Chalets 

There  are  tliree  clialet  sites  in  the  district,  all  situated  at 
Sandown.  These  provide  62*36  and  92  chalets  respectively,  a  total 
of  190* 

On  tv;o  sites  the  chalets  are  in  pairs  or  terraces  and  on  the 
other  arc  all  individual.  All  units  are  self-contained  v;ith 
all  amenities  provided* 

(d)  Tents 

One  additional  site  for  13  pitches  was  licensed  during  the  year*

Six  of  the  seven  sites  aj-e  provided  with  main  drainage »  all  seven 
have  toilet  blocks  v/ith  v;ater  caj:riage  drainage.  At  four  sites 
the  shop  and  recreational  facilities  of  adjoining  caravan  sites 
are  available  to  campers. 

Because  of  the  inadequacy  of  the  present  licensing  lav/s,  now 
under  revision,  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  permit  camping 
site  operators  to  lot  pitches  to  bona  fide  short  stay  touring 
caravanners. 

Offices  and  Shops 

The  arrangement  whereby  the  Technical  Assistant  appointed 
primarily  for  duties  under  the  Offices  Shops  8c  Railway  Premises 
Act,  1963*  v;as  seconded  for  part-time  v;ork  in  the  Treasurer’s 
Department  continued  during  the  year.

In  regard  to  the  overlieatingi  this  arose  during  a  spell  of 
hot  weather  v/lien  staff  in  tv;o  sliov/rooms  were  found  to  be  v/orking 
in  intolerable  conditions  -  8^  degrees  F  +  (ambient  72  degrees  F). 

The  cause  v;as  heat  from  a  considerable  number  of  spotlights 
positioned  over  appliances  on  display.  Tliese  spotlights  were 
controlled  by  sealed  time  sv/itches*  Representations  v;ere  made  to 
the  Head  Office  and  tliis  resulted  in  the  time  sv'/itches  being  un¬ 
sealed  and  placed  under  the  control  of  each  Branch  Manager. 

During  the  year  three  accidents  were  reported.  In  all  cases 
the  cause  was  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  injured  person.

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Rodent  Control 


The  Department  provides  a  rodent  control  service  for  the 
whole  district. 

Treatment  in  respect  of  domestic  premises  is  carried  out 
free  of  charge  but  charges  are  made  either  by  contract  or  on  a 
time  and  materials  basis,  in  respect  of  all  other  premises. 

The  total  of  135  contracts  for  fees  totalling  £380  is  the 
highest  since  the  service  began. 

During  the  year,  3^S  complaints  were  received  (330  rats 
and  18  mice).  This  showed  an  increase  of  58  on  the  previous 
year. 


The  total  visits  made  by  the  rodent  operator  3»^04|  also 
showed  a  corresponding  increase  and  91  visits  were  made  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  for  rodent  control  purposes.

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  made  48  visits  and  160  visits 
were  made  for  treatment  and  reinspection. 

As  is  usual,  follov/in^;  public  statements  in  the  national 
press,  a  considerable  number  of  queries  were  received  concerning 
the  safety  of  using  insecticides  containing  lindane,  hydrocarbons 
and  D.D.T.  Suitable  advice  v/as  given  in  all  cases. 

Verminous  Premises 


There  v;ere  seven  complaints  of  verminous  infestation  during 
the  year,  five  of  fleas  and  tv/o  of  bed  bugs. 

Four  of  these  cases  v/cre  in  Council  houses,  two  in  staff 
quarters  and  one  in  a  [ruest  liouse.  In  all  cases  the  infestations 
were  comp;-iratively  minor  in  extent. 

Noise  Abatement  Act,  I96O 

Complaints  alleging  noise  nuisance  were  received  in  nine 
instances  -  In  on3.y  tv;o  instaiices  were  the  circumstances  such 
that  service  of  notice  v/as  justified.  In  the  remaining  cases 
complaint  referred  to  isolated  instances  of  noise  which  whilst 
causing  annoyance,  could  not  be  regarded  as  statutory  nuisances. 

The  Council  liave  nov;  resolved  that  a  clause  be  inserted  in 
all  Council  contracts  requiring  all  compressors  and  drills  used, 
to  be  adequately  silenced. 

Pet  Animals  Act,  1991 

Only  one  shop  v/as  licensed  under  the  above  Act  for  1969* 

Only  fisli  and  cage  birds  are  kept  on  the  premises,  other 
pets  being  supplied  only  to  order. 
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Talks  8t  Courses. 


Seven  talks  on  subjects  relating  to  Public  Health  were 
given  to  organizations  and  Senior  Schoolchildren. 


No  educational  courses  were  held  during  the  year.

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Housing 

In  Auf;ust  of  the  year  under  review  the  Housing  Act,  I969 
came  into  force*  Apart  from  otlicr  changes  referred  to  under  the 
paragraph  on  Improvement  Grants  this  act  gave  emphasis  to  the 
need  for  local  authorities  to  inspect  their  districts  from  time 
to  time*  It  also  altered  the  legal  standard  of  fitness  for  human 
habitation  and  gave  local  authorities  additional  powers  to  require 
the  repair  of  houses;  among  other  changes* 

The  inter-relation  betv;een  inspection,  repairs  and  improvements 
has  thereby  been  considerably  enhanced* 

During  the  year  tl;iree  cottages  were  demolished  but  no  further 
closing  orders  or  demolition  orders  v;ere  made* 

In  regard  to  the  provision  of  housing  accommodation  by  the 
Council  a  block  of  eight  one  bedroom  flats  v;ere  completed  and  occupied 
during  the  year*  Tliese  units  and  casual  vacancies  enabled  24  cases 
to  be  rehoused* 

Although  the  number  of  nev;  applications  accepted  was  slightly 
less  than  in  I968  the  number  of  applications  made  v;as  considered 
more. 


Ov/ing  to  continuing  problems  in  finding  unfurnished  accommodation, 
or  in  purchasing  property  owing  to  high  interest  rates,  the  number 
of  applicants  on  the  current  list  is  the  highest  ever. 

It  is  hoped  that  constructional  v/ork  on  the  housing  scheme 
to  provide  both  warden  assisted  and  non  warden  assisted  units  will 
commence  early  in  1970. 

Rent  Acts 

Diu'ing  the  year  one  application  for  a  Certificate  of  Disrepair 
was  received  and  graaited. 

The  number  of  queries  concerning  amendments  to  Rents  and 
tenancies  by  reason  of  the  Housing  Act,  19^9 »  have  been  considerable 
Except  where  these  have  related  specifically  to  qualification 
certificates,  the  queries  have  been  referred  to  the  Rent  Officer  for 
the  area* 
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Improvement  Grants 

V/ith  the  advent  of  the  HouGin"  Act,  1969»  referred  to 
above  the  dep.artnient  ascuned  full  responsibility  for  the  new 
procedure  and  standards  set  out  in  the  Act  w.e.f.  1st  October, 

1969. 


The  public  interest  beinc  shown  in  the  new  provisions  and 
the  increase  in  the  number  of  applications  received  even  at  this 
early  stage,  give  grounds  to  hope  that  this  may  be  the  means  of 
saving  and  improving  properties  v/hich  would  otherwise  deteriorate 
beyond  the  ’point  of  no  return’. 

During  the  year  under  review  12  discretionary  and  15 
standard  grants  v;ere  paid  totalling  £3*769  and  £1,664  respectively 
under  previous  legislation  and  one  improvement  grant  for  £946 
was  paid  under  the  I969  Act  during  that  year. 

In  subsequent  reports,  statistics  will  be  given  of  both 
the  applications  made  and  approved  as  v/ell  as  the  {grants  paid  in 
all  categories. 

Holiday  Flats  and  Flatlets 

In  the  course  of  assessing  the  total  extent  of  holiday 
accommodation  available  in  the  district,  detailed  investigation 
has  been  made  in  .regard  to  holiday  flats  and  flatlets. 

This  survey  excluded  the  completely  self-contained  flats 
and  houses. 

There  tire  59  premises  providing  297  units  with  accommodation 
for  a  maximum  of  1,130  persons  at  any  one  time. 

As  last  year  only  one  complaint  of  a  public  health  nature 
was  received  the  remaining  fourteen  referred  to  ’value  for  money' 
which  are  not  the  concern  of  this  department. 

Food  8c  Drugs  Act,  1935 

a)  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  i960 

Detailed  analysis  of  the  statistics  of  the  various 
premises  subject  to  the  above  regulations  show  that  of  the 
total  of  1,126  premises,  726  are  only  open  during  the 
seasonal  months.  The  majority  for  thirteen  weeks  and  some 
for  a  slightly  extended  period  above  this. 
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a)  Food  Ilycicno  (GGnora,!)  ?.o::u?LatioiiG  I96O  -  continued. 

Over  the  yo.:irr.  a  ;;roat  deal  of  improvement  has  been 
effected  in  ror;ard  to  th_o  standarda  of  premises  and 
equipment.  This  in  itself,  hov;ever,  is  no  guarantee  of 
good  food  hygiene.  It  is  the  conditions  and  behaviour 
of  employees  that  arc  of  prim, ary  importance  and  to  this 
end  inspections  should  bo  as  frequent  as  possible. 

Some  idea  of  the  m.agnitude  of  the  problem  can  be 
gained  if  it  is  realised  that  to  inspect  each  of  the  726 
seasonal  premises  only  once  each  season  would  mean  56 
visits  each  week  for  thirteen  v;eeks.  With  all  existing 
staff  doing  nothing  else  such  a  taslc  would  be  formidable 
but  with  all  the  otlicr  facets  of  departmental  work  it  is 
totally  impossible  to  achieve  even  sucli  a  meagre 
frequency  of  inspection. 

It  v/as  found  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings 
against  the  proprietor  of  one  hotel  for  contraventions 
of  the  Regulations. 

The  charges  v/ore  on  counts,  a  plea  of  'Guilty'  v/as 
entered  in  each,  case  and  resulted  in  fines  of  £10  on  each 
11  counts  and  Z3  on  each  of  the  remaining  3*  A  total  fine 
of  £125  plus  £25  costs.

Tlie  total  v/eiglit  of  all  food  condemned  and  voluntarily 
surrendered  totalled  3*^76  lbs,,  a  decrease  of  3^3  lbs.  on 
the  previous  years  total. 

The  number  of  brealcdovms  in  the  refrigeration  systems 
of  deep  freeze  and  frozen  food  cabinets  showed  a  further 
increase,  but  the  total  amount  of  food  lost  as  a  result, 
showed  a  slight  decrease.

One  produces  only  bread  for  distribution  and  consumption 
tliroughout  the  Island.  The  remaining  tliree  produce  the  normal 
full  range  of  commodities# 
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In  the  district,  house  deliveries  are  made  by  only 
three  firms,  tv/o  local  aaid  one  v;hich  produces  and  delivers 
from  premises  outside  the  district. 

It  is  to  be  rer;rettcd  that  conditions  found  in  one 
bakery  resulted  in  le,'];al  proceedings  following  contamination 
of  produce  from  the  premises.
